ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF 
HEALTH  FOR  THE  YEAR  1948. 


To  : — The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Boston  Rural  District 

Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Smith  and  Gentlemen. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year 
1948. 

The  health  of  the  community  during  the  year  'has  continued  to 
be  satisfactory.  The  number  of  Births  notified  has  fallen  a little,  a 
factor  common  to  the  country  as  a whole,  and  the  Death  Rate  is  also 
slightly  lower  than  for  1947.  A considerable  decrease  in  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  which  has  fallen  from  41.67  to  27.70  is  a very  satis- 
factory feature. 

Infectious  diseases  occurring  were  of  the  usual  nature  and  the 
cases  notified  almost  wholly  consisted  of  Measles,  Chickenpox  and 
Whooping  Cough. 

The  housing  question  is  being  tackled  vigorously  and  is  a mat- 
ter of  satisfaction,  I am  sure,  to  the  general  community. 

A study  of  the  report  on  sewage  disposal  and  refuse  collection 
will  show  the  splendid  progress  that  has  been  made,  and  the  Coun- 
cil are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  success  of  their  scheme,  ably  car- 
ried out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

It  has,  therefore,  been  a year  of  continued  progress  and  this 
redounds  to  the  credit  of  both  Councillors  and  Officials. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appre- 
ciation to  all  my  fellow  officials  for  their  continued  help  and  co- 
operation during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  arrangements  operated  by  the  District  Nursing  Association 
and  the  Holland  County  Council  continued  to  function  until  the 
introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  when  the 
general  organisation  for  home  nurses  came  under  the  control  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

SCHOOL  MEDICAL  AND  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD 
WELFARE  SERVICES. 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Holland  County 
Council. 

TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics  in  respect  of  Venereal  Diseases, 
Tuberculosis,  dental  and  orthopaedic  cases  were  provided  by  the 
Holland  County  Council  until  the  5th  July,  1948,  when  arrange- 
ments in  connection  with  their  administration  and  control  were 
variously  delegated  to  the  County  Council  and  the  Regional  Hos- 
pital Board. 

The  Cleansing  Station  which  was  taken  over  by  the  Holland 
County  Council  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  continues  to  function  at  the 
Health  Centre,  and  further  details  of  cases  of  Scabies  dealt  with 
will  be  found  in  Section  F. 

LABORATORY  SERVICE. 

This  is  provided  by  the  Holland  County  Council,  and  during 
the  year,  the  following  specimens  were  examined  on  behalf  of  this

SUPPLY  OF  INSULIN  TO  DIABETICS. 

Prior  to  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Servdce  Act, 
1946,  the  Council,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
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Health  Act,  1936,  and  Circular  2734  (1943)  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  provided  supplies  of  Insulin  free  of  charge  to  poor  persons 
living  in  the  Rural  District.  Cases  were  dealt  with  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  private  doctor  who  referred  them  to  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

One  case  received  regular  supplies  of  Insulin  under  this 
Scheme.

RURAL  HOUSING  SURVEY. 

The  survey  of  the  houses  in  the  District  below  a rateable  value 
of  ;^i7  was  continued  during  the  year  and  the  following  information 
obtained : —

No  house  has  been  placed  in  Category  4 owing  to  the  inoper- 
ation of  grants  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act,  but  this  can 
be  done  at  a later  date  if  such  legislation  be  forthcoming. 

During  the  survey  5 cases  of  overcrowding  were  found. 
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BUILDING  LICENCES. 


During  the  year  repairs  to  houses  were  carried  out  and  259 
premises  were  visited  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the 
work  applied  for  under  the  control  of  Civil  Building — Defence 
Regulations  56A,  was  essential  or  otherwise. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


1.  House  Scavenging.  Delivery  was  taken  of  a 7 cubic  yard 
Austin  Refuse  Collector,  a 10  cubic  yard  Austin  Refuse  Collector 
and  a 10  cubic  yard  (Double  Cab)  Dennis  vehicle  during  the  year, 
enabling  the  Council  to  extend  the  collection  of  household  refuse, 
at  periods  of  9 day  intervals,  over  the  whole  of  the  District. 

2.  Pail  Emptying.  A 750  gallon  capacity  Dennis  Cesspool 
Emptying  vehicle  was  purchased  during  the  year  and  a 5-day  pail 
emptying  service  commenced  in  the  parishes  of — Fishtoft,  Wyber- 
ton,  Kirton,  Frampton,  Swineshead,  Bicker,  Old  Leake  and 
Wrangle. 

3.  Cesspool  Emptying.  A 750  gallon  capacity  Karrier  Cess- 
pool Emptying  vehicle  was  purchased  and  during  the  year  775 
cesspools  were  emptied  comprising  988  loads  (741,000  gallons  ap- 
proximately). 

The  work  has  been  executed  free  upon  request,  and  a more 
frequent  emptying  than  once  yearly  has  been  charged  at  the  rate  of 
30/-  per  emptying,  resulting  in  164  houses  being  visited  on  a 
chargeable  basis. 

The  effluent  has  been  deposited  into  the  Boston  Borough  Sewer 
by  arrangement  with  the  Borough  Council  except  during  periods 
when  the  vehicles  could  be  driven  on  arable  land  when  it  has  been 
deposited  on  land  by  arrangements  with  farmers  in  the  district. 

4.  Refuse  Disposal.  During  the  year  many  refuse  pits  in  the 
district  were  filled  in  and  properly  closed  by  soiling  and  a new  tip 
was  opened  at  Fishtoft,  where  controlled  tipping,  as  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  has  been  carried  out.  It  is  estimated  that 
over  1,500  tons  of  household  refuse  were  collected  and  tipped  dur- 
ing the  year.

6.  SEWAGE  SAMPLING. 

Samples  of  Sewage  effluent  from  the  undermentioned  Housing

The  samples  taken  from  Sutterton,  Kirton  and  Bicker  satisfied 
the  standard  of  purity  for  sewage  effluent  suitable  for  the  free  dis- 
charge into  inland  waters.  In  the  case  of  Swineshead,  the  analysis 
showed  that  the  sewage  was  not  being  efficiently  treated,  but  after 
adjustments  to  the  plant  a further  sample  was  certified  satisfactory. 

SALVAGE. 

Three  new  salvage  trailers  were  purchased  during  the  year  and 
the  collection  of  salvage  in  conjunction  with  the  Refuse  Collection 
Scheme  again  proved  successful,  and  a financial  asset  to  the  Coun- 
cil apart  from  contributing  to  the  National  Salvage  Campaign. 

Parish  Salvage  Campaigns  were  organised  during  the  month 
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of  May  and  17^  tons  of  waste  paper  were  collected.  All  the  schools 
assisted,  Frampton  School  being  the  most  outstanding  with  a col- 
lection of  almost  2 tons,  an  average  weight  of  15.6  lbs.  per  house. 

The  Council  entered  the  Waste  Paper  Recovery  Association 
Competition  for  the  months  of  March  to  May  inclusive  and  33  tons 
3 cwts.  were  collected,  an  increase  over  the  corresponding  period  in 
1947  of  190  per  cent. 

In  all  96^  tons  of  paper,  textiles  and  bones  were  collected  and 
sold,  realising  for  the  Council  £749  i6s.  2d.

TREATMENT  OF  SCABIES. 

All  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  were  taken  over  by 
the  Holland  County  Council  on  the  5th  July,  1948,  and  that 
authority  now  undertakes  the  cleansing  of  all  infected  persons,  the 
cost  of  such  treatments  in  respect  of  persons  other  than  school 
children  being  charged  to  the  Rural  District  Council.  Details  of 
all  notifications  received  by  the  Public  Health  Department  are 
immediately  passed  to  the  County  Council,  thus  ensuring  that  all 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  treatment  are  made  as  early  as 
possible.

IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  all  administrative  arrangements  in  connection  with  immunisa- 
tion against  Diphtheria  came  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Local 
Health  Authority.
